The latter remarked that Edmonton 
only got what the people fought for. 
Mr. Ashdown in replying said he 
was unprepared to give an address, as 
he had come to Edmonton on private 
business. A desultory conversation en- 
sued in which Mr. Ashdown mention- 
ed that the eastern rate on caal was 6-10 
of a cent per ton per mile. If Edmon- 
ton were given a rate of a cent per ton 
per mile we would have less than a 
a $2.00 raeto Calgary. He said that 
while the company prevented Edmon- 
ton from having the due advantage of 
its position they held it up to all the 
disadvantages 
F. Oliver was called upon and spoke 
at some length on the general position 
of the railway company towards the 
country, and pointed out the difference 
of interest between the company and 
the members of the confpany. The 
interests of the company as a perman 
ent organization were strongly for the 
development of the country, but the 
private interests of the leading mem- 
bers of the company, who dictated its 
rates and manipulated its stocks were 
Jistinetly to get all they could out of 
tic country in as short a time as 
possible. This was the policy that was 
being pursued and it was of this policy 
that the people of the Northwest com- 
planed. The palaces of the C. P. R. 
magnates in Montreal did not belong 
to the company, they belonged to the 
members ot the company and yet the 
money that built them was money 
that the people of Canada had paid or 
pledged their credit for, to secure the 
development of the Northwest. It 
was our place to show to the people of 
Canada by means of evidence before 
the railway commissioners that they 
were not getting what they paid for. 


F. Fraser Tims, M. L. A., of Fort 
Saskatchewan, said that the govern- 
ment had made a great mistake in giv- 
ing all the public lands of Northern Al- 
berta to the C. P. R. No other rail- 
way could come in now without having 
to buy a right of way from the C. P. R. 
and such a railway would enhance the 
value of the lands held by the C. P. R. 
The passenger rates over the C. & E. 
were sohigh astokeep people out of 
the country. The Fort Saskatchewan 
agricultural society had prepared a 
statement tolay before the railway 
commissioners on these points. 

T. W. Lines said that when he 
came here in the fall of '93 he found 
the grain rates to the coast very un- 
satisfactory, compared’ with the rate 
east. The rate then was 50c to the 
coast. Messrs. White and Kerr of the 
C. P. R. visited Edmonton later in the 
fall to enquire into the freight rates. 
It was pointed out to them that we 
were given an ornamental rate of 33c 
to Port Arthur. At the same rate as 
they gave a point on the main line the 
same distance from Port Arthur as Ed 
monton is from the coast according to 
the computed mileage, Edmonton 
was entitled to 2 rate of 28c¢ to the 
coast. They quoted a rate of 35c. He 
thought we should have a rate that 
would enable us to hold our own 
markets at the coast instead of those 
markets being chiefly supplied from 
the States as at present. The rate to 
interior points was much higher than 
to the coast. Last spring he got a bid 
from Revelstoke for two cars of oats. 
He asked the C. P. R. to give him the 
Vancouver rate and let him drop the 
cars at Revelstoke, but they would not 
do it and so he lost the sale, as the rate 
to Revelstoke was 50c. They would 
haul the cars to Vancouver for 35c 
but if left off at Revelstoke the rate 
was 50c. 


In answer to enquiries Mr. Ash- 
down said the grain rate from Minne- 
apolis to Chicago, about 450 miles, was 
124 and from Minneapolis to Glad- 
stone on Lake Superior 318 miles 74 
per hundred. The rate from Winni- 
peg to Fort William was 17e and the 
board of trade asked for a reduction to 
124c the rate paid for alike distance 
from Minneapolis to Chicago. Freight 
was hauled from Montreal to the coast 
for less money than from Montreal to 
Calgary. 

C. M. Woodworth spoke in regard 
to passenger charges. It appeared from 
the figures he had gathered that it was 
a crime in the eyes of the C. P. R. to 
wish tocome to Edmonton and parti- 
cularly to come through Canadian 
territory. He had procured some 
figures from a friend in Halifax. The 
regular rate from Halifax to Edmonton 
was $98.20 with no stop over privileges. 
The regular rate from Halifax to Van- 
couver was $7150. While his in- 
formant had been given $98.20 as the 
rate on his first enquiry, on his _press- 
ing for information as to a lower rate 
he was informed that a special rate of 
$81.10 might be given. That is $98.20 
was asked and would be taken if it 
could be got and if not the price of a 
ticket to Vancouver with the price from 
Calgary to Edmonton added would be 
accepted, $17.10 less. From Boston 
to Edmonton the rate was $68.60 
which with the fare of $10 from Hali- 


fax to Boston added gave a rate to Ed- 
monton $2.50 cheaper than the cheap- 
est rate from Halifax direct and $19.60 
cheaper than the rate asked. He did 
not know what changes had been made 
in the rate, but a year ago it was $10 
cheaper to go from Edmonton to Hali- 
fax by way of way of Boston 
than by way of Montreal and 
$15 cheaper to go by way of Chicago. 
It was cheaper to go from Vancouver 
to Boston than from Vancouver to Ed- 
monton. It wasas cheap to go from 
Edmonton to Vancouver and then to 
Boston as to go from Edmonton 
direct. From these figures he drew 
the conclusion that it was in the eyes 
of the C. P. R. an offence punishable 
by fine to come to Edmonton, and 
particularly so to travel" on the Canada 
side of the line. The single fare on 
the C. & E. was $a cent a mile more 
than return fare on the Intercolonial.
